Since 2005, the United States Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) Region 4 has partnered with state environmental agencies to provide seven Compliance Assistance Workshops for Hospitals and Healthcare facilities throughout the Southeast. This effort was undertaken to assist these facilities in addressing potential environmental impacts from their operations (e.g., the wide range of toxic chemicals used and wastes generated, the large amounts of energy and water consumed, etc.). 

EPA Region 4 recently screened the healthcare·sector to identify the largest hospitals in each of the eight Region 4 states, and the University of Kentucky Hospital was identified as one of the larger hospitals in Kentucky. To help mitigate possible environmental impacts due to potential noncompliance, EPA Region 4 is inviting University of Kentucky Hospital to enter into a time-sensitive partnership with Region 4 to take advantage of the EPA's Audit Policy. 1 As you may already know, this EPA Policy encourages regulated facilities to voluntarily discover, promptly disclose, expeditiously correct, and prevent violations of environmental requirements. 
EPA Region 4 proposes the following reporting time frames as a precursor for participation in this initiative: 

• Deliverable 1: an initial Progress Report by March 20, 2009. • Deliverable 2: a second Progress Report May 20, 2009; and • Deliverable 3: final Disclosure Report by June 20, 2009. 
By taking advantage of this self-auditing and self-reporting opportunity, you have the potential to not only make your institution cleaner and safer, but also to lessen funds needed to offset any penalties which might result from future enforcement action.
